Lord Roberts Reports Sturdy Resistance to the 
Advance of the British Forces. 
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HUNDREDS KILLED: AND WOUNDED 
IN THE FIGHTING NEAR PRETORIA. 
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Gens. Colville, 


French and Rundle Met With Severe 


Losses, But Have Gone Forward Steadily and 
Are Now Supposed to Be Within Strik- 
ing Distance of the Capital of 
the Transvaal. 


ZIONDON,. June 2, 3:14 p. m.—The War 
Office has received the following dispatch 
from Lord Roberts:

Lord Roberts’ last report of the move- 
ment of the British troops in the Transvaal 
is somewhat mysterious, From the fact that 
Gen. French's report took two days to reach 
the commander-in-chief at Johannesburg 
4¢ is believed that either French must be 
many miles north of that city or that he 
is having trouble with his communwwations. 

The former is generally accepted as the 
most probable and it is surmised that Lord 
Roberts’ vague phrase setting forth that 
“Wrench” is now holding the place which 
ZI directed him to do, narth of Johannes- 
burg, means that his position is quite close 
to.

Gispatch published to-day is dated four 
hours earlier than the one given out yes- 
terday and that it takes the praneedings no 
further than May 3), leads to the conclusion 
that some important movement is on foot 
or that Lord Roberts himself has not been 
able to keep his lines clear behind him. 

Possibly the next place Lord Roberts will 
be heard from will be Pretoria. It seems 
that French should certainly be within 
striking distance of the capital to-day.

LORENZO MARQUES, June 2.—Presi- 
dent Kruger yesterday was still at Mach- 
adodorp, about half way between Pretoria 
and the Portuguese frontier, on the railroad 
hetween the Transvaal capital and Delagoa 
Bay.

Another large com- 
mand Was at Bronkhurst’s Spruit, about 
forty miles from Pretoria on the railroad 
leading to Delagoa Ray. ;

GOLD MINES MUST PAY FOR IT 


Secretary of State Reitz Says the Brit- 
| ish War Debt Will Be Gathered 
From Mine Owners. 


LONDON, June 2.—The Cologne Gazette 
publishes a letter from State Secretary 
Reitz, dated April 2%, saying: 

“The British government promised the 
British nation that the cost of the war will 
' be defrayed by the Boers. But as the jat- 
ter will not be in a position to pay Great 
Britain must obtain the money from the 


gold mines which will thereby be mulcted 


of half of the net profits, whereas, the 
Transvaal never levied a special tax on 
gold. 

“The instigators of the war, Rhodes, 
Wernher, Beit and others will suffer most. 
In addition the British will have to main- 
tain a garrison of 530,000 men, the cost of 
which the mines will also have to pay. As 
soon as the British troops are withdrawn 
wars and rebellions will break out, not for 
years, but for centunmes. For England this 
means a constant source of trouble, an- 
royance and bloodshed.”’ 


BRABANT SURROUNDS BOERS 


Only Place Open for Their Retreat Is 
Into the Country of the Fierce 
Basutos. 


MASERU, Basutoland, May 31.—Gen. 
Brabant has practically surrounded the 
Boers, five miles outside of Ficksburge. The 
only side open for the Boers’ retreat is 
thé Basutoland border, where thousande of 
Basutos, under Chief Jonathan, are awalt- 
ing events. 


CAPE COLONISTS ACTIVE 


People’s Congress Listened to Speeches 
in Cpposition to the Rule of 
Great Britain. 


GRAAFRBINET COLONY, Thursday, 
May 31.—The People’s Congress opened here 
to-day. Of those present many were Dutch 
clergymen, commoners and bondites. Mr. 
de Villiers, brother of Chief Justice de V1l- 
liers, presided. 


Mr. Pretorius, a member of the Legislat- 
ive Assembly, offered a resolution declaring 
that, in the opinion of a majority of Cape 
Colonists, the chief immediate cause of the 
war was the unwarranted, intolerable inter- 
ference of the ministry in London in the 
internal affairs of the South African Re- 


publics. 

A member, speaking in support of the 
resolution, said it would be impossible to 
hold out the hand of friendship after the 
war, and asked: “‘Can we take the English 
hand that perhaps is stained with the biood 
of our brothers?’ 

The chairman advised moderation 
the speeches. 

The resolution was adopted unanimously. 

Other resolutions presented affirmed that 
if the republics were annexed the peace 
and prosperity of the country would be ir- 
retrievably wrecked and that in order to 
insure lasting friendship and prosperity 
the settlement must include the restora- 
tion of unqualified freedom and independ- 
ence to the republics and the colonists be 
allowed a voice in the appointment of the 
governor of Cape Colony, thus obviating 
the necessity for keeping a standing army. 
as the republicans would be prepared to 
assist the colonists to repel any foreign 
inroads in South Africa, unity would be in- 
sured and loyalty to Great Britain ce- 
mented. 

A delegation was appointed to visit Great 
Britain, Canada and Australasia to explain 
the views of those represented at the con- 
gress.

Railroad Lobbyist Denounces 
the Ex-Governor. 


CASE OF BOTH SUCKING EGGS. 
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BUT SAYS STONE HIDES THE

Stone Enters a Denial to Charges That 
He Used Passes When Governor 
and That He Has Accepted 
Fees as a Lobbyist.

It early leaked out that the statement, of 
Mr. Whitaker, as presented by Mr. Lion- 
berger, was that the union would be given 
full recognition in all further dealing of 
the company with employes, that all future 
differences between the company and em- 
ployes should, where required by the union 
rule, first be submitted to the grievance 
committee and upon fallure of agreement 
with that committee, should be submitted 
to arbtration, according to usual procedure; 
that 1000 of the men on strike were toa be 
at once reinstated in the employ of the 
company and that the other men who have 
left their employment were to be reinstated 
as fast as the conditions of traffic would 
warrant until all should be again in service. 
This latter provisian was not to apply to 
the men who had been discharged previous 
to the strike, but, as the statement was 
presented, these individual cases were to be 
submitted at the outset to arbitration. 

Labor Commissioner Rixey appeared be- 
fore the committee and said that he would 
postpone the arbitration inaugurated by 
him under the law until such time as the 
citizens’ committee should have concluded 
that it could do no more in the way of ef- 
fecting a settlement.

He had also 
accumulated a great part of the material 
needed for a treatment of the state banks, 
It was not difficult, therefore, for Mr. Brad- 
ford Rhodes, editor of the BanWers’ Maga- 
zine, with the assistance of his associate 
editor, Elmer H. Youngman, and Mr. Wil- 
liam B. Greene, for many years associated 
with Mr. Knox in the Comptroller’s Bureau, 
to put the material in the shape of this 
admirable -book.’ 

It is a work of 860 pages and contains a 
short sketch of John Jay Knox, and after 
that the origin and development of bank- 
ing, banking in the colonies, continental! 
money and state banks, banking under the 
laws of the Continental Congress and the 
Federal Constitution, the Bank of the Unit- 
ed States with President Jackson's war 
upon it, the removal of the deposits and
